The 35 use 112 rejection has not been overcome by the amendment filed 2/4/10. For example, claim 1 requires the carbon black to 
consists essentially of particles having a largest particle size of 10 microns or less. Therefore, 100% by weight of the carbon black particles 
has a largest particle size of 10 microns or less. Claim 2 recites "at least 10% by weight", which is broader than 100% by weight. 

Applicant argues the carbon black used accoring to the present invention is not the same as the carbonaceous material of Satoh. Applicant 
then attempts to distinguish the carbon black of the present invention from the carbon black of Satoh according the the method of preparing 
the carbon black material. However, at least claims 1 , 7 and 16 do not recite any process limitations and are directed toward a product (not 
method). Furthermore, claim 12 does not recite any process steps for manufacturing the carbon black. Furthermore, the present 
specification states " 'carbon black' means amorphous carbon" (page 8, line 15). 
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
